sprinkle on a little (lonr, add two 
latilespooiis of vinegar, and dot 
with bits of butter, using biiKer 
enoii;;h to ecpuvl a small walnut in 
size, ("over with n upjier crust, 
and bake for one hour (or longer) 
in a good, slow oven." 

The day pi-weding Thankj-uiving, 
WH Were entertaining a guest from a 
dislaiice, and while we stood clml- 
ting in th(< dining room, in walked 
Lillian. .Mier Ixiing iliily jireseiU- 
ed lo our guest, and exchauging 
cii.siomary gieeiiiigs, she drew from 
iindi i' her se ilskiii caiie a pie-pan.

What'i tbe 
matter with it?" we ventured.

In the next room to his, was » 
college man of brains, who had 
quite a little library of his own, and 
gave much time ta reading and 
study. 

Among his books of reference, as 
a mallei of conr.se, was Webster's 
Unabi idged. 

One day the Smart Aleck request- 
ed the loan of the college man's 
dicitonary, and it was obligingly 
turned over to him. lie carried it 
to his room and kept it so long that 
the owner vaguely wondered if it 
was " gone for good," but one day 
the borrower brought it back and 
announced iinblnshingly that he 
had gone t brought it, "all but the 
last f«w pages," and learned it 
all ! 

To the credit of the school 1>© it 
said, he was dismissed liefore he 
had worn out the tripod upon which 
he should never have been seated, 
and dropped out of view — as he 
should.

When the option nf)on i hi^ yjro- 
pertv WHS alioijt to expire aii'l no 
belter offer loi'l einiie in siijlit, the 
Tfusttfes of the Soeiety, MeHsrs 
R. M. Ziei,'ler, .1 Add. .Melivaine, 
and K. W. IJioth, on November 
14th, 1001, finally decided to bny it, 
piyiiiK down S4, 1 .50 ca.'-h ;ind fjiving 
a mortgaKe for fe-^.SOO. The orifrinal 
terms of sale only lerjnired 8:5, .OOO 
as a first payment, but I lie Trustees 
preferred to carry a le-.s burden- 
some debt. Thns the properly has 
t)een secured for scarcely one ihird 
of Itsvalii' r !'■ buildina: is com 
naratively n< a, navin;: c.osl §1.';,000 
to build ; the trr inm] e'l-i k:; OOO uri'l 
other improvements were added at 
a cost of *3,000, making the toUil 
cost *2i,ooy. 

The tmilding, a large half stone 
and half wood mansion, is pro- 
nounce<1 admirably adapted for the 
purposes of a home, and besides is 
in an excellent location of tbe town. 
In the (iood d;iys of ilsown<'r, ,1 
Monroe Shellenberirer, the properly 
l)ore the beautiful name of '• Win- 
demere." It afterwards fell in the 
jjossession of Joseph Mekeal, of 
Philadelphia, who sold it t^) the 
Society.

It might serve lo draw a 
greater member of deaf into the 
ranks of the Swiiety, awaken greater 
interest in the Home among them, 
ai presence in great numbers 

at lening would help to give 

the new Home widespread publicity, 
a very desirable I hing. Otherwise 
the deaf of the interior an'l ai -icki 
parts of the State will not get an 
opportunity to see the result of 
their labors for nearly three years 
from BOW. We lake it for granted 
that they are as anxious to see the 
Home as the Philadelphia deaf are. 

As for Carlisle, the H-x ieiy might

Tact, hard common 
sense, and unfailing coiiileHy niai l<- 
ed its whole management, and 
eveiy one, both small and great,

This happy r-omlition of affairs, 
unfortunately, and to the disap 
point meiit <if many, did not con 
tiriue vei < A '■"<■ Ivlitorial 
Board sii" <■■ i' 'l ;ini.ilii-i, bUinOer.'- 
came thieU and fast. Tne.se were 
atlribnted to incxpi ricnce and the 
mantle of (diaritv wa.s tliro« ;i i.m r 
them. However, the great teacher, 
experience, so successful elsewhere, 
•<eemed to fail here, and with the 
inevitable r-esult that the Buff and 
Blue entered upon its downward 
course. f;iass rivalry, class jea- 
lousies and personal popularity, 
were allowed to figure in the elec- 
tion of editors and managers, and 
with the result that those best fit- 
ted for the pr»t8 often failed of 
election. The editorials, sometimes 
good, were more often ill-snited to a 
college publication, and the stories 
and poems, which made up t he 
lilerarj' portion were not always the 
best — as a matter of fad, not a few 
of them drew forth the most Sfir 
castic remarks from lh«» periodicals 
of other colleges 

But to cap the climax, the 
alumni of the college and the 
editor-s of the institution paper.", 
whoso friendship should have liecn 
eagerly retained, were alienated. 
Five years ago the periodical enter- 
ed tbe homes of many, many of the 
alumni. Today there are few 
willing to send in tlieir subs<;rip- 
lions. Five years ago the institu- 
tion papers tumbled over each 
other in their caKcrness to welcome 
to Buff aud Blue. To-day,-alas I 
with sarcastic comment*, they 
" pass to the (it her side." 

And now, by way fif postseiipt - 
the way so flear to the reniiriino 
heart — it roa» be exphuned that the 
above is not wriii' n in a spirit of 
wanton criticism, but in a spirit of 
love for and devotion to rilnia 
mater.

Salvation is rml 
yet beyond reach of the Buff tinif 
Blue. There are friends, legions of 
them, ready to rally to its rescue, 
but there must lie reform in both 
editorial and business departments 
of the perioflical before any appeal 
can be made lo them.

The die is east the object for 
which the deaf of Pennsylvania and 
their friends* have so long and 
earnestly labored, has finally h|fen 
attained ; there is now a home for 
aged and infirm deaf persons of 
Pennsylvania. 

The above announcement was 
read in the Mf,. Airy World, by the 
deaf-mutes of this great and fertile 
Valley, with no small amount of 
interest, but when it was seen that 
the home is situated at Doyelstown 
on a lawn eontaiuing one and a 
half acres, considerable disappoint- 
ment was felt. And the question, 
" Why were not members of the 
dilTcr-ent loi'al branrtlies lirst ap- 
proaehed on the subject befor'e the 
pur<drase was elTecledV " W-e con- 
irdently expected that the Homo 
would at least have in its envirous 
lietween twenty-five and forty acres 
of ciiltivaled lain!, whereby crops 
of all kinds conid be laised for the 
inainii'iiaiice of I he home, 1 11 ns less- 
oning I ho outlay of large huuib of 
money lo procure such necessities of 
life, that could be easily raised off 
I ho farm. The wisdom of the 
tiuste'-s' selection is also questioned 
and (piite freely criticised, it being 
krrowu that the rnajoiilyof them 
are " city born," or otherwise they 
would have foresaw such disad- 
vantages as will inevitably arise, 
and have acted accordingly on the 
theory that "a bird in the hand is 
viorlh two in the bush." And did 
Ihey? We think not. irndcrstand, 
we do not mean that the Home 
should be in an insolated place, 
there are hundreds of Just such 
places, that have one or more ad- 
vantages, which could be had for 
about the same purchase price or 
less, but which evidently had been 
overlooked, the favorite idea doubt 
less being closer to Philadelphia, 
wheri as it should have been in a 
moM' ..i.iral lociiiiou. The <le- 
scripllon of the Iruine Itself, its 
surroundings, etc., suit us very 
well, excepting the smallness of (he 
L't'ound from which no profitable 
ci'ops, except lawn grass, can be 
raised.

S|)ecimens of color work in litho- 
trrapliy were sliown, and llie pro- 
gressive steps <n ninkin;.^ ;i picture 
which contained half a dozen colors 
were illustrated. He also told how 
the art of lithography was acciden- 
tally discovered. His explanations 
of the method of repodiicing oil 
painting's b\- pliotoji;iapliy \\er(>in 
torestin/j; and liu^d. Oik* color had 
to bo pliotot>iapli(ul at a. Iim(>, ami 
consecinenlly the other ctilors niUMt 
be neutralized. 'J'his was done by 
the aid of colored glass — blue, yel 
low nnd reil. All the colors of the 
spectrnni could be easily oiilnined 
by pliolo^iraiiliy execi)t violet, 
wliieli was the one rock upon which 
•heelTorts of exporimentaliflts had 
been wrecked. 

He concluded with a clear ex- 
position of the present popular and 
comparatively cheap tbr«e»oolor 
I)roeess 

Mr. TicCleicii has been connected 
with lithographi<! and engraving' 
establishments foi more than eigh- 
teen years He l)egan afc the 
bottom, with a comae of st*udy in 
the art class at Cooper Union as Ihe 
basis. He has cai i ied lit tiogra pliic 
sloiies, cleaned lliem and tlo' rollei> 
itM'd in printing ihem; he li.'ol de- 
signed illustratinos in bhudv and 
white and in colors; he has made 
halftone's, zinc ctchimrs, and litho- 
graphs; be •■an hi' !iolo- 
gravure, and ihmIm- for 
llire«'-col()r \\<n \< ; he is an exp(M-t 
Willi lliecameia, .ind can do good 
work with the era\ons, in |i.isljle, 
in oil and water colors;— and alto- 
gether is an all-around man in the 
liiKwif artistic illustration. Tliric 
fore, his lecture was in a style llial 
was simple and clear, and eunlil 
only be di'l i ed by a praclii'al 
exponeni of rr.iiu.M r<'ial art.'
